than all the other anti-lobby bills put to- 
gether. Theoretically there may be objec- 
tions urged to the bill on the ground that 
it makes an unjust discrimination against 
men equally guilty and that no ‘credence 
should be given to the testimony of self- 
confessed boodlers, But the practical effect 
of it would be to drive the lobby away 
quicker and more effectively than any bill 
that could possibly have been passed. The 
reasons why it would are simply these: 

The veriest tyro knows that the chief re- 
liance of the lobby is to get members and 
Senators in their power and then black- 
mail them. As the law stands now the lobby 
has all the best of it. With the Juhan bill 
in force the shoe would have been on the 
other foot. Admitting that the bribe taker 
is as guilty as the bribe giver the practical 
effect of the law would be that Principal 
Plugger Phelps and Flim Flam Flanagan 
and their ilk would be in the power of the 
men they bribed instead of having them in 
their power as they have now. 

Granted that is the choice of two evils— 
that the corrupt, members of the Legislature 
would, after they had been corrupted, pen- 
sion themselves on the lobby—that very fact 
would keep the lobby away. Phelps, Flana- 
gan and the lobbyists know the cattle they 
deal with so well that they would be afraid 
to put themselves in their power. As an 
inevitable consequence they would have 
to depend upon reaching honest legislators 
by persuasion or argument. And the time 
never has been and never will be when the 
lobby can control a Missouri Legislature by 
these means. Hence the lobby would have 
to go out of business. 

So, whatever the dilettante objectiong to 
the Jullan bill may have been, it was a case 
of scotching the snake by heroic methods. 
Every member of the House knew it. But 
— eomibine was in control and it wasn't 

one. 

Julian made the best fight he could for 
his measure. He said that in railroading 
the bill he did not cast any reflection on any 
member of the House. He had written the 
bill before he came to Jefferson City last 
winter, when he was a stranger to almost 
every member of the House, and he had been 
a member of the Thirty-sixth General As- 
sembiy and was able to observe the ways 
of the lobby. He asserted that the lobby of 
the railroads were the blackmailers of every 
other industry in the State. The attempt 
of the lobby to hold up the Armour and Dold 
Packing Companies last winter when the 
butterine bill was before the Assembly was 
recited as a sttiking instance. He said that 
it was a well-known fact that the lobby had 
informed the representatives of those com- 
panies that they would defeat that bili for 
$10,000. When that was refused they came 
down to $8,000 and then to 35,000. When all 
the offers were refused the bill was pushed 
through both houses. Mr. Armour, he 
charged, told the lobby that he did not pro- 
pose to be blackmailed by them. In speak- 
ing of whether there was a lobby in Jef- 
ferson City at present he said that there 
was sufficient evidence every day that the 
legislative proceedings were being inter- 
fered with by officiais of the railroads and 
that they had gone so far as to offer a com- 
promise fellow-servant bill to the Legisla- 
ture. He thought the only reasonable 
compromise the Legislature could or would 
accept would be the calling off of the lobby. 
Nothing less than that would be accepted. 

In closing Mr. Julian made a strong ap- 

al for the passing of his bill. The down- 
all of Downing, who was in the Senate in 
1887, was instanced as the fate of a man 
Who was primarily honest, but was seduced 
by the lobby, who went free after leading 
good men to vote against their constituents, 

Mr. Julian could have gone further. He 
could have instanced the case where Mr. 

Jones, the manager of the Dold Packing 
Company, was approached by one of the 
boodie Senators, who offered to vote against 
the anti-butterine bill. When Mr. Jones re- 
fused, the Senator went into the Senate and 
voted for the bill.

A CHEAP JOB LOT. 


Phelps Laughs About the Ease With 
Which He Controls Legislation.

JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., May 18.—In the 
history of Legislatures in. Missouri there 
never wes one, in all probability, so com- 
pletely under the influence of the lobby. 
Most ot the members of both the House and 
the Senate are so well drilled that there 18 
now scarcely any necessity for the pres- 
ence of a lobby, except to take general su- 
pervision of the fight. Phelps laughs about 
it himself, and says that he never saw such 
a cheap combination. Flim-Flam Flanagan 
also says that it is a dead-easy ne 

Flanagau’s treatment of his Ifdians is 
something that has to be seen to be up- 
preciated. He talks to them as if they were 
bootblacks. He does not make any attempt 
at concealment. Sailor of Jasper is his par- 
ticular friendly red man. Flanagan sends 
for him whenever he wants him, parades 
him around the streets and the hotel lob- 
bies, and seems to take a great deal of pride 
in his ownership. 

Porterfield of Greene is another Indian 
whom Flayagan is frequently with. When 
he visits the House in the morning, Porter- 
field is usually the first Representative he 
calls for. 

Phelps doesn’t visit the Senate much. He 
has his Senators well trained, and they do 
not need the same minute directions that 
the House Indians require; but they are al- 
ways ready to go when called. This wos 
demonstrated when Lyman received his note 
on Friday telling him that Phelps wanted to 
see him in the room of the House Commit- 
tee on Appropriations. He dropped every- 
thing, like a shot, and went instanter. . 

There are a half-dozen other Senators who

Late Duke Now Food for 
Story-Tellers. 


Special Cable to the Post-Dispatch. —

LONDON, May 18.—The'late Duke of Ham- 
fiton had estates in four Scottish and En- 
Sah counties, comprising perhaps hun- 
dreds of thousands of acres and with a ten- 
antry of probably two score thousand souls 
or more. The power for good or ill of a great 
country landlord over the happiness, moral 
and physical progress, and in fact almost 


every detail] of the dally life of his tenants 
is almost illimitable. To this vast responsi- 
bility there succeeds to-day a young man 
of 33, a remote cousin of the late nobleman. 
What are his habits, his character, his 
antecedents, his views of life and of thi 
responsibility and the probable use he wil 
make. of it, not only in respect to his ten- 
antry, but in his succession to his 
hereditary legislative duties, are questions 
of obviously momentous importance to this 
realm. Yet not a single London newspaper 
of this morning tells us anything more of 
this young man than that he was born in 
1862 and was once a Lieutenant in the Royal 
Navy. The great Times gives two lines to 
him, the Telegraph four. an event 
of this character occurring with us and 
how instantly and adequately American 
newspapers would respond to its great im- 
port. 

I have now been reading carefully for 
nearly two years all the leading English 
newspapers and can justly say that no 
newspaper in * town of 20,000 people in 
Ameriéa is not in point of its character 
as a mere news agent better than the best 
of the English dailies. I am not sure more- 
over that the court reports of nglish 
journals do not give more unclean scandal 
than the worst of our newspapers. Filthy 
details are frequently given which would 
never be permitted in any newspaper 
with us. 

The character and habits of the late 
Duke, who, for reasons given above, was 
as much a public man as any politician 
of the Empire, are certainly as proper sub- 
— for legitimate comment as of Rose- 

ry or Balfour or Gladstone, but yet 
again no English newspaper of this morn- 
ing tells us anything more of him than the 
details of his titles 4nd his racing career. In 
fact the story of his wretched and useless 
life should be used to point a moral of the 
most importance. He seems to have had no 
comprehension of his duties or resporisibili- 
ties. His reckless life once brought him to 
the verge of bankruptcy, which was averted 
only by the shrewdness of his business 
agent, and his tenantry were probably, 
therefore, the severest sufferers. He had 
for years almost abandoned English society, 
shunned London, and was only seen occa- 
sionally af the Newmarket races or on his 
yacht at Cowes.

Some- 
time since he develo symptoms of heart 
disease and placed himself under a noted 
spetialist for the treatment of corpulency, 
as he had been advised that the only 
chance of N his life was to reduce 
his weight. The doctor ordered him to stop 
all drink beyond a half pint of wine, where- 
as the Duke had been accustomed to take 
seven or eight bottles of the finest claret 
daily. He could not stand the specialist's 
regimen and reverted after a few weeks of 
abstinence to his former habits, resulting 
in a renewed acute attack of gout, which 
went to the heart and killed him. 


He lived of late years almost wholly 
on board his steam yacht, the Thistle, 
and in his — days he created a con- 
siderable scand by taking Cora Pear 
one of the most notorious cocottes of 
the century, on a yachting cruise aroun 
the world: He named one of his race horses 
for another cocotte. 

His chief claim for history, indeed, is 
that Marie Bashkirtseff fell in love with 


him at Nice, and frequently mentions her i

present Duchess of Devonshire, but it is 
common Knowledge that the union was an 
unhappy one.

Interrupted While Attempting to End 
a Blighted Life by Poison and 
Suffocation. 


Penniless, despondent Frances Brother- 
ton, a widow, living alone in poverty at 
921 South Jefferson avenue, made a futile 
attempt at suicide at 9 o’clock Saturday 
morning. 

A Post-Dispatch reporter interrupted her 
in her deliberate attempt at self-destruction, 
and saved her from a suicide’s fate. 


Instead of a slab at the Morgue, Mrs. 
Brotherten now occupies a comfortable cot 
at the City Hospital, viewing with the 
unconcern of desperation the miscarriage 
of her plans for self-destruction. 

Saturday's early mail brought to the Post- 
Dispatch office a letter from Mrs. Brother- 
ton in which she said: 

To the Editor of The Post-Dispatch. 

‘KIND SIR—Before or by the time this 
reaches you I will be at rest. I have been 
preparing since Friday. 

At different times during my life I have 
been near suicide, but something would 
keep me from it. This time I have been 
so alone and undisturbed in my prepara-

With knife, pistol, liquid and gaseous 
poison ready death would not seem diffi- 
cult of accomplishment. 

But Mrs. Brotherton was too deliberate. 
When she wrote to the Post-Dispatch she 
failed to take into account the terrible 
activity of the press. Five minutes delay 
would have meant her death. 

Pinned to each door, to the tables and on 
the wall were farewell letters and rambling 
essays on some great enterprise, which 
seemed to be the great central idea in Mrs. 
Brotherton’s system of deranged ideas. An 
unsealed letter, addressed to the Coroner, 
asked him not to hold an inquest. “I have 
killed myself and that is all there is to it.“ 

A note, pinned to the door, said she owed 
her landlord from the ist of May and the 
paper carrier from April 6. Mr. Schott- 
laaden, the saloon-keeper, is the man to 
pay the amount owed,“ the note said, 
There is a pistol, large mirror and razor.” 

Her will was dated Saturday, May 18, 
and devised all possessions to Miss Lillian 
A. Carlton. The principal item was a note 
for $200, made by Hiram K. Haziett, bear- 
ing interest at 12 per cent. 

One of the many notes said: Please take 
care of my kitty. It is the only baby I 
have.“ 

Her affection for the cat was made evi- 
dent when Mrs, Brotherton was about to 
be removed to the hospital, for she im- 
plored the pollce to look after it. 

A Post-Dispatch reporter called on Mrs. 
Brotherton at the City Hospital last even- 
ing. She roused up fram a nap as the re- 


ly. She appeared little the worse for her 
experience. There was no sign of illness, 
except an appearance of fever in the slight- 
ly flushed face. Her eyes were bright and 
she seemed comfortable and contented with 
the position in which she now found her- 
Bett, 

She is about 40 years old, and, despite her 
varied experience, looks younger. er hair 
is black and her eyes firm. Happiness 
might have made her beautiful. She ts not 
highly educated, but there is a certain 
brightness of intellect about her that marks 
her as exceptional. She was perfectly will- 
ing to talk, and if her story can be be- 
lieved few women have had more reason to 
be tired of this world. 

“I was born,” she said, “nearly forty 
years ago. I cannot give the exact year. I 
never knew it, nor do I know who were my 
parents. My first recollection is of St. Louis, 
It was on Compton Hill. I had been adopted 
several years before by the family in which 
I found myself—that of a doctor—and his 
wife who posed as my foster parents. 

“I remember little that occurred untl I 
was 8 years of age. My foster mother was 
many years a teacher in the St. Louis 
public schools. Her husband, of whom I can 
say nothing good, practiced ‘medicine. He is 
responsible for all thé suffering and sorrow 
that has come upon me. 

“T was brought up in ignorance and never 
learned the difference between right and 
wrong. Young as I was, the doctor treated 
me in an unhuman and shameless manner 
and by presents dear to a child's heart, made 
me keep one awful secret from his w.fe. 
For all that, I was not treated kindly. They 
made me almost a slave and I had to per- 
form the hardest kind of menial service. - 

“So things ran until I was 16 years old. 
About that time @ young carpenter, Ernest 
Mann, began to callon me. I met him in the 
Doctor's office and was introduced to him 
by * foster father. He was the only 
man I had ever met up to this time and I 
found, pleasure in his company. He easily 
persuaded’ me to marry him. The Doctor 
gave us his blessing. He was only too wil 
ing to have me leave; for I was 16 and old 
enough to begin to be dangerous. 

“One week after I married the Doctor left 
the city and removed to Florida. ba weeks 
after my husband disappeared. have 
never seen or heard from him since. 225 
of seeking him, I wrote to my 2 * 
but received only sneering replies and 


soon kill me. That is why I am so patient 
over my failure this morning. I know I 
have but a little while to live, anyhow. I 
mailed that letter to the Post-Dispatch and 
did not think it would be delivered until the 
3 o’clock delivery. When I heard the offi- 
cers and the reporter coming I tried to reach 
for the razor but I was too weak, so here I 
am.’

The Legislature has been in session 
four weeks, and during that time has 
passed but one bill, namely, the Appro- 
priation bill providing for its own pay. 
It has already cost the State between. 
$35,000 and $40,000. Most of this money 
goes in the shape of pay to the members 
of the House and Senate. Legally they 
are entitled to it. Morally it is as dis- 
tinctly highway robbery as if they had 
found helpless taxpayers on the high- 
way and looted the contents of their 
pockets. Led by the Lobby and in the 
Lobby’s interest they have day after 
day refused to do the work they are paid 
for doing, and yet are furious at Gov. 
Stone because he has failed to sign the 
bill providing for their unearned pay. 

It is an object lesson that will not be 
lost upon the people.

win honors and not receive them on ac- 
count of any service he might have ren- 
dered to the country. Sir Robert had 
once jestingly said that he declined a 
title because he wanted to avoid the

The late Baronet added no honors to 
the name of Peel and the present Sir 
Robert has covered it with shame. From 
greatness to disgrace within three gener- 
ations is a quick descent. Doubtless if 
the great Sir Robert could have foreseen 
his grandson he would not have objected 
to the public mind’s being thoroughly 
confused as to the identity of the Peel 
family. Another name would better fit 
its latest representative.

Did any 
member of his political party scratch his 
name off a ticket because of knowledge of 
his course of life? Did any member of his 
church refuse to vote for him on account 
of his personal condutt? 

And yet when he died a great hubbub was 
raised and the cry went up “Unclean! un- 
clean!“ 4

James declined, and furthermore so urged 
the task upon Du Maurier that ‘the artist 
finally laid aside his palette and ground out 
this now most famous of novels. 

Yet I have always thought that behind 
this, romantic tale lies a practical joke, 
which only Du Maurier and James know 
and which both of them are now afraid to 
tell. I believe they sat up nights and 
laughed at the public as they planned and 
mapped gut this astonishing story of Tril- 
by.“ I bélieve they threw it upon the mar- 
ket in a moment of experimental humor, 
and now, surprised at the result, they are 
keeping as dark as they can about it. 

There never was anything in it except 
a very unbelievable story of hypnotic or 
occult powér, and some very pretty sketches 
of human life. It isn’t a great book in any 
possible conception of it. It belongs on the 
bargain counter, in the list of seaside tales, 
and that is its present destination.

It is sotnething of a surprise to me-and 

a very ful one, at that—to find the 
prospects . good at. Jefferson City, for a 
victory for the Lobby over the voters and 
taxpayers of Missouri, in a stand-up, open 
fight.

The convention of representatives of for- 
eign missions, held in Mississippi last week, 
adopted a resolution calling public attention 
to the unjust rule of certain church boards, 
which prohibits missionaries from making 
personal appeals for aid to the cause which 
they represent. 

This rule should never have been adopted. 
It was intended at the outset as a means 
of centralizing power. Perhaps I should 
not say that such was the actual intention 
of those who framed it, for they. were un- 
questionably good men and certainly meant 
to do well. But it has just as surely re- 
sulted in centralizing power and rendering 
the position of the missionaries a = less 
than that of hired servants.” 

It reminds me of a rule which the &t. 
Louis Board of Police Commissioners have 
of prohibiting a policeman from asking 
legislation of any kind from his representa- 
tive in the Legislature until he has first se- 
cured permission to do so from the St. Louis 
Board of Police Commissioners. 

Sometimes I think this is a very curious- 
ly constructed government of ours—social- 
ly, politically and otherwise, and yet when I 
come to contemplate it calmly and judi- 
ciously, it is still the best government and 
the best country on earth. 


But this question of foreign missions is 
one of more than passing interest.

If there be truth in the Bible, then the 
field of foreign missions is just as important, 
just as necessary and just as demanding 
as that of home missions. Only we get 
discouraged sometimes over the statistical 
showing of results. Most men are too anx- 
fous. to count out the per dozen” for 
which their money has been spent, when as 
a matter of fact the movements of indi- 
viduals are not nearly so im t as the 
movement ot nations or communities, and

WILL KNOCK OUT 


THE INCOME TAX. 


The Entire Act May Be Declared 
Unconstitutional. 


FIVE JUDGES AGAINST IT. 


Incidents Which Lead to the Belief 
That the Court Will An- 
nul the Law. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., May 18.—The an- 
nual shad’ bake of the District bar also 
proved so much more attractive to some of 
the Justices of the Supreme Court to-day 
Ahan the consultation-room that ‘the usual 
Saturday conference of the Supreme Court 
was: postponed until next Monday morning. 
As a consequence of this postponement, tne 
final conclusion on the itome-tax cases has 


been deferred until en. 


The second conference on the question 
is made necessary, according to the best in- 


pAormation-ebtainabie,..oe the fact that the 
position of at least one of the members of 
the court (believed to be Justice Shiras) was 
not definitely and absolutely announced on 
last Saturday. 

When ‘the conference. of last Saturday 
closed, Justices Harlan, Brown, White and 
Jackson had a separate consultation, under 
circumstances which made it appear quite 
certain that Justice Jackson had taken a po- 
sition with those who upheld the constitu- 


tionality of the law, and, as there were 
known to have been four members of the 
court who had cast their votes in favor of 
sustaining the law, the inference was gen- 
erally drawn that, with the accession of 
Justice Jackson, a majority would be found 
on the affirmative side when the result 
should be announced. 

The fact that one of the Justices who had 
formerly voted for the law asked for fur- 
ther time to consider the case, as presented 
at the second hearing, has since come to 
light, and this, with other circumstances of 
a confirmatory. character, has led to a gen- 
eral impression that, when the opinion shall 
be announced, it Will be found that the ma- 
jority of the niné Justices are opposed to it 
in all of its details and that the law will be 
declared unconstitutional in toto. It is 
known that the members of the court who 
opposed the law from the beginning are 
hopeful and fairly confident of ‘this result, 
but they will not allow themselves to fee] 
absolutely assured until the final vote shail 
be taken prior to going into court on Mon- 


day. 

The Justices: opposed to the law also con- 
sider it possible that at the final conference 
when it appears, if it shall so appear that 
they are in the majority, they may secure 
other accessions. Such death bed conver- 
sions,” ak a member ef the court calls that, 
is said not to be so rare as it is supposed. It 
is said that opinion now being prepared on 
the theory that the opponents of the law 
will have five votes (a majority), and the 
others will confirm the work of Chief Jus- 
tice lier. 

There is a possibility that the opinion may 
not be handed down on Monday next. The 
members of the-court are themselves of the 
opinion that it will be, but they say that, in 
view of the possibility of changes, it is Im- 
ssible for them to Say positively. Proba- 
ly in no case which has ever been before 
the court has such precautions been taken 
as in this to prevent premature disclosures 
as to the nature of the conclusion reached. 
The court was greatly annoyed by the publi- 
cation of the results of fts deliberations 
after the first hearing in these cases and 
several persons were under more or less 
suspicion. On this account it was at first de- 
cided not to haye the opinion printed in ad- 
vance from the bench, as is the unusual ous- 
tom, but to deliver it from the manuscript 
of the Justice who Should prepare it, but it 
is understood that this conclusion has been 
reconsidered. The opinions will probably not 
be so long as when the cases were first de- 
cided, and it is not yet known whether there 
will be more than one dissenting opinion.

All Absorbing Topic of the Pres- 
byterian Assembly. 


ALTERNATIVE REPORT PLAN. 


A Scheme to Make the Restrictions of 
the Committee Apply Only 
to the Future. 


PITTSBURG, Pa., May 18.— Assembly con- 
trol of the seminaries has possession of the 
Presbyterian General Assembly, even if the 
assembly has not the possession of the sem- 
inarles which it desires. At the close of the 
morning session, adjournment was taken 
till Monday morning. and at that time the 
debate on the proposed plan of gathering in 
the seminaries into a close and guarded fold 
will be resumed. The net result thus far 
attained has been to divide the assembly. 
It is judged that the line of cleavage is 
near the numerical center of the body. It 
seems probable that the vote of four to one 
that was recorded last yo will be wiped 
out in a large part and the disproportion 
greatly reduced. The committee which is 
urging the adoption of the plan providing 
for closer relations between the assembly 
and the seminaries saw itself compelled by 
the strength of the opposition which has de- 
veloped to import Thomas McDougal of 
Cincinnati, a member of the committee, to 
present the legal side of the case. This he 
did in a speech of an hour and a quarter, but 
he labored under a heavy handicap on ac- 
count of the pamphiet. which he recently 
published attacking the integrity and faith- 
fulness of the Board of Foreign and Home 
Missions in New York for using funds given 
for missionary purposes in the erection ofa 
large building on Fifth avenue. The perora- 
tion of his speech was devoted to removing 
prejudice caused by his pamphiet and the 
degree of his success will only be shown by 
the final yote. 

There isa 
tion of an alternative report replacing that 
of the committee. It ts proposed to recom- 
mend that in view of the answers made by 
the directors of the existing seminaries set- 
ting forth their unwillingness to make any 
charter changes, the seminaries be let alone, 
and that the restrictions which have been 
devised by the committee will be applied 
only to institutions that may hereafter be 
chartered. This plan will prove to have 
strong backing and will meet with good sup- 
port. Those who have had experience of 
previous assemblies, however, entertain 
some doubts of its adoptien, but it is cer- 
tain that the support which it will get will 
astonish the conservative forces, 

The assembly has not yet learned the val- 
ue of time, and, instead of holding an after- 
noon session to-day, adjournment was taken 
until Monday. It is safe to say that the 
case will be different a week hence. The 
rush of business will startle those who are 
unaccustomed to the closing scenes of as- 
semblies and legislatures. 

In view of the resolutions adopted yester- 
day concerning Sabbath observance, the 
suggestion of Mr. McDougal that the com- 
missioners spend their spare time on Sunday 
in reading and pondering on the right of his 
committee Was quite unfortunate, and it 
served to prejudice his case still further in 
the eyes of some of the commissioners. 

Union Seminary, in New York, is the bete 
noir of the conservatives in this assembly. 
This was shown in the morning session, 
when it was referred to as the cause and 
occasion of all of this disturbance, Dr. 
Briggs has scarcely been mentioned, and 
the odium which attached to him has been, 
transferred to the seminary directors, in 
New York.

Beginning with Senator Cockrell, who said 
that as long as the gold monometallists 
were organizing, friends of silver might 

well do the same, the interviews with 
rank Pitts and all the leading Democrats 
who have been here from different parts of 
the State, show a practically unanimous 
sentiment. They are not only for free silver 
but they want the party in the State to put 
itself so emphatically on record that there 
will be chance for misunderstanding. 

Ex-State Senator J. D. Stache of Cooper 
County, was -here this week. Mr. Stache 
isn’t “a crank” or a populist.“ He owns 
one of the finest 400 acre farms in the State, 
farms it himself, and does business with 
most of the farmers of his section of the 
country. He is not only for free silver, but 
he wants a State convention. This is what 
he said about it: 
The Democrats of Cooper County are for 
free and unlimited coinage of silver at the 
ratio of 16 to 1 by an overwhelming ma- 
jérity.

The interview with Representative Hall, 
from the Second Congressional District, 
published at Washington, D. C., May 12, 
and copied in all the papers through the 
Second Congressional District, I am frank 
to say does not voice the sentiment of 
the people of Livingston County, or of the 
Second 8 District. When Rep- 
resentative Hall states, At the same time 
there is a general belief it would not be 
wise to commit the party at this time to any 
expression upon e financial situation,“ 
this statement puts the party in the wrong 
light. The Democratic party has always 
been outspoken in its principles. 

If the mocratic party of the Second 
Congressional District and of the State of 
Missouri are in favor of calling a silver 
convention in the State to ascertain and 
determine how they stand upon the finan- 
cial ao they should not be balked 
by the opinions of the Congressmen or of 
the State Committee.

The Greatest Opponent of the Ameri- 
3 can Industry. 

WASHINGTON, May 18.—Consul-General 
Koret at St. Petersburg, under date of 
April 30, has made a report.to the State 
Department upon the kerosene industry of 
Russia, He says the great opponent of the 
American Kerosene industry in the foreign 
market is the Russian production, and in 


order to meet competition the Russians 
try 0 reduce expenses everywhere. 

Owing to the increase im prices in the 
London markets oil has also advanced. 
The two previous years the profits have 
pot been large, but some large trading is 
now being made at profits, Mr. Koret says 
that the prices in Russia do not correspond 
to the increased international markets. Ac- 
cording to the report of the Messenger 
of Finance the Russian oil industry com- 
forts itself with the hope that in the near 
future the American kerosene wells will 
weaken in the delivery of the usual supply 
and that Russia will then control the Eu- 
ropean oll business. The same paper says: 
During the first months of 1895 the United 
States bad to suspend the export of kero- 
sene ta the Asiatic markets, and, according 
to the most trustworthy calculations, the 
American wells will not be able in the 
present state of productiveness to answer 
all demands of the European markets, which 
they have heretofore been supplying and 
which will then be supplied with Russian 
kerosene. Attempts have been made to 
agree upon a division of the international 
markets, and during the last few days such 
an agreement has been effected and pre- 
sented to the Minister of Finance for con-

articles in regard to increasing the navy in 
order that Japan may defend herself 
against the most powerful nations of the 
world.

“The first thing to be considered with ref- 
erence to the building of new ships is the 
question what countries must Japan regard 
as possible opponents, for the strength of 
her navy must be fixed on the basis of the 
force that her opponents may be able to 
bring against her. The possible opponents 
of this empire are and ina, 
consequently we must be prepared to hold 
our Own against these three powers simul- 
taneously. The first of the three countries 
has an eastern fleet of about 80,000 tons, 
and as that country, has now reached the 
zenith of its power there is little probability 
of its eastern fleet being increased. The 
second country is engaged in raising its 
strength of its eastern fleet to 60,000 tons. 
But as its military strength is developed 
— in Central Asia, its object in in- 
creasing its eastern squadron is simply to 
have in these waters a force equal to that 
of the former power.“ 

The above probably represents the senti- 
ment of the Government. It signifies that 
the Japanese intend to acquire the most 
powerful navy in the world. Their war 
spirit is up. They are eager to acquire 
more territory and become the power of the 


East. Their spirit of extension of territory | 


seems to know no bounds. Yet the lead- 
ers are conservative enough not to attempt 
to move too rapidly. Japan has already 
increased. her navy by eight torpedo boats 
and tHose warships taken from (China. 

News comes from China that various 
syndicates, American and European have 
offered loans in the aggregate several times 
larger than the indemnity she has agreed 
to pay. John W. Foster is said to have 
negotiated for an American syndicate to 
take half the loan, the other half probably 
to be secured from England and Germany. 
China is anxious to pay the indemnity im- 
mediately.

By a 
later ordinance the Municipal Assembly 
forewent this slight advantage on condition 
that the company should build a $500,000 de- 
pot for its own use and benefit. It has not 
done this, either. It was provided that 
switching charges should be limited to $1 a 
car and if the company’s net earnings

duced. To ascertain its profits the ordi- 
Mances provided that the company should 
file an annual report with the Comptroller 
showing its gross earnings, operating ex- 
penses and net earnings. The switching 
charges have been uniformly in excess of 
what was provided for, and the first annual 
statement has never been filed yet. In the 
words of Comptroller Sturgeon, the Termi- 
nal Railway Co. has promised more and 
done less than any corporation with which 
the city has had to deal. 


And now what is going to be done about 
these violations of the conditions of these 
franchises thus given away? Apparently 
nothing at all. The ordinances were drawn 
by the:corporation’s attorueys, and a confid- 
ing Municipal Assembly passed them with- 
out closely investigating the wording of 
the instruments.

Mr. Ferris, Chairman of the Council Com- 
mittee on Railroads, said: I am not suffi- 
clently aequainted with the duties of the 
Mayor or other officers to say whose duty 
it is to see. that franchise conditions are 
complied with.

It is certainly not the duty of the Municipal 
Assembly. It makes laws and has mers 8 — 
to do with seeing that they are carried out 
The Council got y close to the limits 
of its prerogatives.when it passed the bill 
authorizing the Mayor to employ special 
counsel in the conduit and electric lighting 
cases. And that was to @ great extent 
merely a suggestion to the Mayor to ex- 
ercise his prerogative of bringing such 
matters to the attention of the City Coun- 
selor, only that the Council authorized the 
employment of special counsel. In making 
the suggestion it was getting close to 
usurping executive functions, but the in-

When asked if he would favor an investi- 
gation by the Council of charges that the 
Merchants’ Terminal had violated the con- 
ditions of its franchises, Mr. Ferris said: 
“I know nothing of the facts in the case, 
but I am opposed to the Council going out- 
side of its duties. Investigations, I sup- 
pose, could be made by resolution, and 
I have always opposed resolutions asking 
the Council to do things not in the 
strict line of its duties to do. I do not see 
how the Council could conduct such an 
investigation. An investigation carries 
with it the power to command persons and 
papers. The Council has no such powers, 
hence it cannot investigate. If the parties 
in interest were notified, they might appear 
and they might answer certain questions, 
If ‘they did not appear or refused to an- 
swer the Council could not force them to do 
so. the merchants have been over- 
charged they have their remedy in the 
courts. Any one can file a complaint. I 
Post-Dispatch 
should want to pursue’ this investigation, 
but I do not think the Council shouid 
be called on to conduct it. If the com- 
pany has entered into a combine it is con- 
trary to State law, and the State can take 
action.

When asked if he favored an investiga- 
tion by the Cowncil of the allegations that 
the Merchants’ Terminal Co. had violated 
the conditions of its franchises, Mr. Kotany 
very promptly answered that he did not. 
“And for two reasons,“ he went on: “first 
a Council investigation could accomplish 
nothing. We have no power to compel the 
attendance of witnesses or to compel them 
to testify, and I think the Council has 
plenty to do in the exercise of its legitimate 
functions without taking up a lot of time 
on a matter in which it is powerless to ae- 
complish any result whatever. Second, be- 
cause if sufficient information was ac- 
quired on which subsequently to base I gal 
proceedings I am opposed to the city spend- 
ing a lot of money in long and expensive 
litigation with a wealthy corporation when 
the city is not directly interested. If ship- 
pers have been overcharged let them seek 
the remedy open to them. A suit can be 
maintained on the relation of any one indi- 
vidual; the shippers are the parties in 
interest, and I do not see why the city 
should take up their fight and the city’s 
money be paid out for their benefit.“ 


Mayor Walbridge said: The Council 
could investigate on resolution, but all it 
could do would be to report. The Mayor 
has the power to see that ordinances are 
complied with, and the mode of procedure 
is for him, when complaint reaches him, 
to request the City Counselor-to investi- 
gate and report, on which report future ac- 
tion is based.’’ 

When asked if he would take action in 
this case, and whether complaints had 
reached him of these alleged violations of 
the conditions of their franchises by the 
Terminal Railway Co., the Mayor said: 

„have made it a rule never to talk 
about what I intend to do, even when I 
intend to take action. In this case no com- 
plaints have reached me. i read the first 
few days’ proceedings of the Illinois Leg- 
islative eo Ccmmittee’s report, 
but just then got busy with this slate 
business and you may imagine that I have 
been a very busy man ever since. I did 
not follow up the investigation. That is all 
I can say about the matter.”’ 


But although the conditions of the fran- 
chise carry no forfeiture or penalty clauses 
there are remedies. The company was re- 
quired to enter into bond in the sum of 
$50,000 for compliance with all the condi- 
tions named, and it is notorious that many 
of the vital conditions have been violated. 
Agitation is needed. The Business Men's 
League, the Merchants’ Exchange and 
other commercial bodies whose members 
are directly interested can take action. 
Resolutions passed by such bodies would 
probably force an investigation by the 
Council or the Mayor or both, and if the 
courts are invoked there is abundant evi- 
dence to support the charges made.

CHICAGO, May 18.—A sensational cross- 
bill to the bill to foreclose the property of 
the Columbia Straw.

“In an article published about three 
months ago I alluded to the farcical nature 
of such a procedure. The first trial was 
such a farce and the second one was a repe- 
tition of the first intensified and amplified: 
It showed once more that lawyers and med- 
ical experts will never understand each 
other, and that expert testimony, as a rule, 
makes confusion more confused, instead of 
clearing it =. I have never been so much 
impressed with the correctness of the cyn- 
ical assertion that the object of law is to 
obfuscate truth, as during this trial. 

“The peculiar and most amusing obfuscat- 
ing feature throughout the whole proceed- 
ings was the fact that the experts for the 
State talked of one form of mental disease, 
and those for the defense of another. The 
State’s experts had read up on the chronic— 
the intellectual form—of paranoia, whilst 
those of the defense, or at least a part of 
them, talked of that variety of paranoia 
known as subacute hallucinatory paranoia. 
To the former the State’s experts’ para- 
roias, belong the religious cranks, insane po- 
litical and social reformers, men of the 
Guiteau type for example; it is essentially 
chronic in development, may arise without 
hallucinations, is a disease of middle age, 
starts with or ends in a central or dominant 
delusion on and around which others are 
logically built up, and does not terminate in 
dementia. 

On the other hand, the experts for the 
defense (another incongruity in name, inas- 
much as they ‘charge’ insanity) spoke of a 
disease acute or subacute in onset develop- 
ment and course, occurring in young degen- 
erates,characterized by hallucinations, which 
are essential and are systematized (by a weak 
intellect), and either ends in recovery or de- 
mentia. Thy this difference was not 
brought out in the course of the trial, and 
especially in rebuttal, after it had again and 
again been pointed out and insisted upon by 
one of the experts, is still a mystery to me. 

Another fact which this trial has brought 
to light is the want of harmony among the 
experts of the defense, the absence of the 
very thing which was duri he first trial 
thought to be so suspicious of collusion. As 
a matter of fact I will mention that neither 
Dr. Bauduy, Sr., nor myself, ever consulted 
with Dr. Chaddock, who made the diagnosis 
‘paranoia’ and testified to it independently. 
Consequently there was a want of harmony 
and organization as to details among these 
experts. Whether this fact points in the di- 
rection of honest conviction rather than to 
the opposite, I leave the impartial reader to 
judge. That it weakened the insanity the- 
ory there can be no manner of doubt, es- 
pecially since the experts for the State were 
perfectly organized, -well-drilled and har- 
monious (against the existence of a disease 
which really was not claimed to exist in 
Duestrow: Chronic paranoia, that is, the 
classical form of this disease). 

THE CHARGE OF COACHING, 

„Again, to the fairminded reader the utter 
absurdity of the ugly charge that doctors 
and lawyers had been coaching the defend- 
ant must become apparent. If they really 
had stooped so low in moral depravity as to 
intentionally and systematically manufac- 
ture and parade a case of insanity, it stands 
to reason, considering the degree of their in- 
telllgence, that they could have made a bet- 
ter job of it, especially so far as harmonious- 
ness of testimony is concerned. Above all, 
they would not have permitted the docile 
disciple to conceive the (to the State's ex- 
pert unpardonable and unparanoiac) idea 
that he was a r and at the 
same time a high dignitary in the Catholic 
Church, a mixture by the way, which in sub- 
acute hallucinatory oia is not at all in- 
compatible.

WESTERN ARTESIAN WELLS. 


Summary of This Water Supply Pre- 
pared by the Geological Survey. 


WASHINGTON, May is -The work of 
examining and mapping the water sources 
of the United States with special reference 
to the artesian wells of the Western States, 
is being carried on steadily under charge of 
F. H. Newell of the Geological Survey. Mr. 
Newell is now preparing a summary of the 
more recent work which will soon be ready 
for publication. California stands at the 
head of the artesian wells States, having 
about half of all those in the country in- 


side her borders. Utah and Colorado 
come next, followed at a long distance by 
Texas and other States. 

Artesian well boring is of comparatively 
recent origin, few wells being more than 
a dozen years old. Since 1884 attempts to 
find flowing water have been made all over 
the West, but have been successful only 
in limited areas, although wells that fur- 
nish an important supply which can be 

umped out by means of machinery have 
Aap found nearly everywhere. It has been 
ascertained in many places, however, that 
the stream of water secured from the wells 
is too small to irrigate a very large area. 
In the hotter parts of the country the 
thirsty soil drinks up the water before it 
gets more than 100 feet from the well and it 
can be carried further only by means of 
wooden gutters, or by accumulating it in 
a reservior until enough is secured to pro- 
duce a stream that can travel for some 
distance before drying up. An additional 
advantage of a reservior is that the water 
is allowed to get warm before being put on 
the vegetation. Artesian water 1s usually 
cold and sometimes injures crops if ad- 
mitted before being warmed. 

It is very difficult by any means short of 
actual experience to determine whether 
artesian water can be found in any given 
district.

The two 
chief government bills, the anti-revolution 
bill and tobacco tax measure, have been 
crushingly defeated and there is no talk 
of substitute measures. It is an open se-

Prince Hohenlohe, and the Brussels Minis- 
ter of the Interior, Herr von Koeller, clash 
on most subjects of importance, and the ex- 
isting situation cannot endure. The latter's 
position is so shaken that his tenure of of- 
fice may end at any moment. Prince Ho- 
henlohe, who has been much worried for 
months past, offered his resignation imme- 
diately after the defeat of the anti-revolu- 
tion bill, but he was persuaded to remain 
in office on the urgent golicitations of the 
Emperor and his own family. Herr von 
Koeller's handling of the anti-revolution 
bill is condemned on all sides, but he has 
displayed a total disregard of this dis- 
satisfaction and in fact strongly urged 
before the Council of State another anti- 
revolution bill directed particularly at So- 
cialists. Prince Hohenlohe quietly disproved 
his arguments and showed the futility of 
continuing the fight in the present Reich- 
stag. The Chancellor was supported in 
this contention by Dr. Miquel, the Minister 
|of Finance; Baron Marschall von Bieber- 
stein, the Minister for Foreign Affairs, 
and Dr. von Boetticher, the Imperial Secre- 
tary of State for the Interior, while Dr. 
Schoenstaedt, the Minister of Justice, sided 
with Herr von Koeller. Prince Hohenlohe's 
views again met with favor in the Bundes- 
rath, with the result that no new anti- 
revolution bill or labor tobacco tax bill 
will be introduced, and an early close of the 
Reichstag session is therefore expected. Av- 
_ cording to anticipations the Reichstag will 
adjourn at the end of the month. 


THE KIEL FETES. 


American Warships Which Will Take 
Part in the Celebration. 


LONDON, May 18.—The United states war- 
ships San Francisco and Marblehead from 
the Mediterraneaa, and the New York and 
Colum bia from New York, will rendes vous at 


Southampton and will proceed together to 
Kiel, in order to take part in the elaborate 
fetes prepared there tocelebrate the opening 
of the North Sea and Baltic canals on June 
20. It is estimated that the four United 
states skips will represent 7,734 tons, with 
76 officers and 1,479 men. Great Britain will 
be represented by four frsi-class twin sc rew 
battleships, the ieyail Sovereign, Empress of 
India, Resolution and Kepulse, the frst- 
class cruiser Blenheim and Endymon, the 
third class cruiser Bellona, the frst-class 
gunboats Speedy and Halcyon, and the Ad- 
miralty yacht, Eachantress, under the com- 
mand of Viee- Admiral Fitzroy.

of Missouri, Illinois and Arkansas show that 
the damage from recent frosts has not been 
great. Although severe in some places, the 
trees were so heavily laden with buds that 
enough escaped the blight to insure a fair 
prospect. Garden vegetables suffered con- 
_ siderably, and the yield of grapes in some 
Places will be lessened by the frost and the 
cold rains. On the whole, so far as received, 
reports indicate a crop of most kinds 
oft fruits in the States named. The straw- 
berry crop of Arkansas is the largest ever 
grown. : 
It Is Not Thought That Much Damage 
Has Been Done by Frost. . 

To the Editor of The Post-Dispatch. 

COLUMBIA, Mo., May 18.—Reports to this 
office in regard to damage done by frost to 

te are very meager. Our regular reports 

=P and mailed to this office on 

— ernoon, and are compiled here 

on Monday. We will, therefore, be unable to 

give an extended review of the frost results 
until that date.“ 

It appears that the cold wave was princi- 
pally east of the Missouri border. On the 
morning of the 14th the thermometer regis- 
tered at Kansas City and Springfield, Mo., 
46 degs., while it was 42 degs. at Keokuk 
and at Hannibal and St. Louis 4 degs. 
Schuyler County, on the Iowa line and sixty 
miles west of Keokuk, reports damage to 

otatoes and gardens and occasionally a 

rosted hill of corn. It is possible that 
watermelons in the southeast section suf- 
fered material damage. Shelby County, in 
northeast section, says fruit damaged. 

With the exceptions above noted, we have 
not, nor do we expect to, heard of any serious 
damage to Missouri crops. It is possible 
that n the press reports are exag- 
gerated. Hable information from every 
county in the State will be given out from 
this office on Monday afternoon. Very re-

MARION COUNTY.

HANNIBAL, Mo., May 18.—The cold wave 
which has moved across the country from 
west to east during the past four or five days 
has done much damage in this locality. 
Fruits and vegetables are considerably dam- 
aged and badly injured. In many parts of 
Marion and Rallis Counties growing corn has 
been nipped, and much of it is now lying flat 
on the ground; but farmers say that it will 
revive, although the growth will be consid- 
erably retarded. Grapes have suffered most 
of any of the fruits, although peaches, ap- 
ples, pears, apricots and strawberries are 
more or less injured. 

On. Friday morning there was a thin crust 
of ice found on shallow ponds, and radishes 
were frozen. The cold wave, however, has 
not injured the wheat crop to any extent, 
and it is believed that there will yet be an 
average fruit crop in this part of the State. 


PETTIS COUNTY. 
Special to The Post-Dispatch. — 

SEDALIA, Mo., May 18.—During the past 
week there have been one or two light frosts 
in Pettis County. No damage resulted, save 
to a few bean patches. During the past 
four or five days the thermometer has regis- 
tered between 60 and 4 degrees. 

The rains and the cold weather have re- 
tarded the growth of fruits and other crops, 
but have been a blessing, from the fact that 
they have destroyed millions of chinch bugs. 
The crops are about three weeks earlier 
than they were last year, and the farmers 
believe that they are safe from either chinch 
bugs or drought. Had the crops been plant- 
ed as early last year, the drouth would 
have had but little effect. 


PIKE COUNTY.

BOWLING GREEN, Mo., May 18.The re- 
cent heavy frosts have done extensive dam- 
age to crops in this county, especially along 
the creeks and in low districts.

- USURY ON THE RIVER FRONT. 
Levee’ Pawnbrokers in Trouble for 
Charging Exorbitant Interest. 
Secondhand dealers must confine them- 


selves exclusively to buying goods and not 
step within the bounds of pawnbroking. 


Several Jewish dealers in second-hand goods 
on the Levee, who were arraigned in the 
Second District Police Court yesterday 
charged with pawnbroking without a li- 
dense. The main witnesses, two detectives, 
had pledged a watch and a ring to the men 
at ridiculously low prices, and then re- 
deemed them after paying a usurious rate 
of interest. Although the defense claimed 
that the dealers had bought the goods and 
then sold them again at a higher figure, 
Judge Stephenson ignored their position, 
holding that the men had been engaged in a 
crude method of pawnbroking. He assessed 
the minimum fine—$50—for the offense in the 


cases which were tried. All of the dealers 
had this fine imposed on them with the ex- 
eeption of Jacob Miller.

Late in 1893 John C. Heman finished fifty 
feet of granitoid sidewalk at 4462 Easton 
avenue, for E .

Corby wait- 
ed until after winter set in before making 
any further inquiry, and on going to the 
City Hall ascertained that Knapp had ap- 
proved the job two months after he had 
condemned it. 

Corby has presented to the Board a letter 
signed by Knapp admitting this fact. 

Afterward, the special tax bill, approved 
by the President of the Board, was re- 
ceived by Mr. Corby, but he refused to pay 
it, even after Heman had offered to throw

CITY’S HEALTH ENDANGERED. 


Health Commissioner Sterklof Pro- 


tests Against the Pest Breeding 
Stream in Forest Park. 


The city authorities are again face to face 
with a problem which presents its nauseat- 
ing difficulties as regularly as the summer 
months return. The River Des Peres in For- 
est Park has been for years an incubator of 
disease germs. 3 

Last season the stench grew terribly offen- 
sive. How many persons went to the Park 
for fresh air and inhaled the germs of dis- 
ease only the angel of death can tell.. 

Last year the Post-Dispatch made a cru- 
sade in behalf of improved sewerage to di- 
vert the drainage of the territory north of 
the park to the Pine street sewer, and leave 
the River Des Peres free to carry away the 
rains and surface water. The city authori- 
ties took heed and the Pine street sewer was 
extended from its terminus on Lake ave- 
nue, a block east of Union avenue, to De 
Giverville avenue. This extension was com- 
pleted this spring and the refuse of a tre- 
mendous residence territory was shunted. 


off from the River Des Peres to the Pine’ 
street sewer. The city fathers saw their 
task was but part done, and they let con- 
tracts a short time since to extend the Pine 
Street sewer to the city limits so as to catch 
the filth of the DeHodiamont valley. They 
also let a contract for a sewer on Lake 
avenue, for the purpose of intercepting 
drainage running into Forest Park from the + 
territory east and west of Union avenue. 
But these sewers will not be completed be- 
fore the fall and public health demands 
that the River Des Peres be kept clean dur- 
ing the summer. 

Health Commissioner Starkloff was ap- 
palled at the condition of affairs when he 
drove through the park one day a few 
weeks ago. In a letter to the Board of 
Health he said: The stream shows unmis- 
takable evidence of receiving a large amount 
of sewage. The foul smell from the river 
makes portions of the park through which 
it passes very disagreeable, and the contam- 
inating influences of the gases that arise 
from the river is certainly injurious to 
health. The seasen is just opening when 
the park is a resort for our citizens and I 
believe that steps should be taken to alle- 
viate as much as possible this evil. I find 
the flow of the stream very sluggish and 
that just west of Union avenue, on the north 
line of the park, a large sewer is discharging 
a vast quantity of sewage into it. From the 
south end of the park to a point opposite the 
new lake the stream is in many places 
choked with brush, fallen trees, logs and 
rocks. Iam of the opinion that if these ob- 
structions were removed and a flow given to 
the now almost dead current, much of the 
disagreeable condition now existing would 
be remedied.”’ 

Dr. Starkloff then advised that the Board 
of Public Improvements be asked to remove 
obstructions from the River des Peres in 
Forest Park, then flush it and distribute dis- 
infectants along its course. The recom- 
mendation was made by the Board of 
Health to the Board of Public Improve- 
ments, which referred the whole matter to 
Park Commissioner wo @ 

That official has a goiden opportunity to 
be the protector of the city’s h , for Mr. 
MeMath, President of the B. P. I., says Mr. 
Ridgeley has ample power to act. 

“Our board will not again take up the 
matter,” said Mr. McMath, “for Mr. Ridge- 
ley has authority to clean, flush and dis- 
infect the River des Peres in Forest Park, 
as he has to clean the driveways. The 
matter rests with him. The cost of re- 
moving obstructions from the stream ought 
not to be over a few hundred dollars.“ 

Sanitary Officer Francis said he walked 
along the River des Peres yesterday and 
found that the stream had been flushed 
and cleansed by Wednesday’s rain, but he 
looks for a reappearance of the filth and 
poe es in three or four days. Health 

ommissioner Starkloff has an idea that the 
stream could be flushed from time to time 
during the summer by letting out some of 
the water in the big lake. 

It is patent to the most cursory observer 
that these plans and suggestions for the 
cleansing of the river are makeshift de- 
vices since the stream must continue to be 
a huge open sewer. 

Sewer Commissioner Colby, in speaking of 
the situation said. The Pine street sewer 
has been extended since last year, and con- 
tracts have been let for its completion as 
far as the De Hodiamont Valley and the 
city limits. That is as much as St. Louis 
can do, and yet when this is brought to 


carry sewerage from a large part of St. 
Louis County. Its many tributaries’ carry 
to it the drainage from Webster, Kirkwood, 
Clayton and other towns, and catch the 
refuse from the many dairies out that way. 

“The farmers and dairymen are opposed 
to a sewerage system on account of the 
large special tax bills which they will have 
to pay. he owners of small lots favor a 
sewer system because the expense will not 
fall heavily on them. . 

“At the regular session of the Legislature 
bills were introduced in both houses to en- 
able the city and county to co-operate in 
this work by organizing drainage districts. 
The purpose was to provide for an equit- 
able distribution of the expense of draining 
the entire des Peres Valley into the Pine 
street sewer. The measures did not come 
up for final passage, and thus the river 
will continue to be a sewer for St. Louis 
County.“

St. Louis really started the advance that 
has taken place in wheat. The damage to 
the erop first received credence here, and 
nearly all the local traders bought heavily. 
Most of the leading operators, those, too, 
who had been identified with the Dear side 
for years, became satisfied the crop had deen 
severely injured by the drouth and bugs, and 
turned to tue bull side. They bought heavily 
and steadily, and were backed in their judg- 
ment by the country, which came in to a 
maa as investors on the long side. It took 
some time to make Delievers of the Chicago 
crowd, who fought the advancing ten- 
dency of the market during its upward 
move until the price was considerably asove 
60c. But when Chicago did ehange it be- 
came more of a dellever even than st.

MODERATE FOREIGN. BUYING 


Prices Keep Advancing and the 
Volume of Transactions 
Is Swelling. 


Special to The Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, May 18.—In spite of the fact 
that the stock market is getting further 
away each week from its base of supplies 
there is still little abatement of its strength, 
and, in fact, the technical speculative condi- 
tions are getting stronger by reason of the 
extension of general interest in the market. 
While a handful of men were willing some 
weeks ago to espouse the bull side of the 
market, there are now thousands who are 
convinced that fortunes are to be made by 
buying securities. Hence it is as true as be- 
fore that the most correct view and the best 
approximate forecast of the market must be 
looked for in the maintenance and develop- 
ment of present sentiment. The present 
market has been well likened to one of those 
sudden political changes that come from 
time to time, although opposed by the vet- 
erans of politics and practically ignored by 
them at the start. It is then the reformers 
and amateurs at the game who prove to be 
right. It is fair to say that those matters 
occasionally referred to in explanation of 
the market are all the time attaining a 
degree of real importance which they lacked 
at the beginning of the upward movement. 

During the first of the week the market 
had a reactionary tendency, due to taking 
profts by foreign and home buyers, offset 
in part by continuous support arising from 
the increasing outside interest in the mar- 
ket. On Thursday came the announce- 
ment of the sale of the treasury stock of 
the New York Central Road, and the one 
day’s consequent advance obliterated the 
declines of the week. Thus far this week 
the market has had only moderate sup- 
port from foreign buying, but in the face 
of that it has shown wonderfully sustained 
strength. It is unfortunate that the en- 
thusiasm should be as indiscriminating as 
it is, but that is a recognized feature of 
such speculation, 

Strange as it appears, there is still a large 


short interest in the market, so there was 


during the advance of 1879-80 and of 1885-86. 
The market is still without a reaction of 
consequence. In that fact there appears to 
many a source of danger. It is almost 
featureless in its general strength. The 
financial outlook seems clear enough, com- 
prising the business situation, the crop 
probabilities, easy.money and more favor- 
able foreign exchanges. Little more can 
be said of the financial situation, and all 
that has been or could be said might be 
adequately summed up in the statement 
that sentiment has been revolutionized, 
that it is carrying everything before it, and

on the subject of the Mosaic dietic laws as 
to oysters: 

An article in the editorial column of the 
American Israelite, published by Rabbi Dr. 
I. M. Wise of Cincinnati, about the Mosaic 
dietic law in regard to oysters, reads as 
follows: 

There has been so much said lately about 


oysters, whether the law of Moses permits 
or prohibits them as food, that it may be 
in proper time to say that, according to the 
Talmud (Chulin 66) Moses did not prohibit 
the oyster. There .can be no doubt that 
the oystershell is the same, to all intents 
and purposes, as the scales are to the clean 
fish—protection against certain gases in 
the water. In fact, the oyster shell is close 
connection of scales. It is the scales only 
which the Talmud acknowledges as the sign 
of cleanness, and adds thereto, ‘Whatever 
animal (in the water) has scales has also 
fins, and it is unnecessary to investigate 
any further; and it is clean.’ That is not the 
case with the snail, this is a ‘shereth’ which 
‘ereepeth on the earth.’ Oysters grown in 
the ponds outside of the sea are certainly

As to the above sentiment, I will say 
very kindly, that I don’t wish to criticise 
nor contradict the views of the American 
Israelite. I will also only try to express 
my earnest opinion in regard to it. Ac- 
cording to Leviticus (XI. 9) “These may 
ye eat, of all that are in the waters, all that 
have fins and scales in the water, in the 
seas and in the rivers, them may ye eat.” 
The R. M. B. N.“ Rabbi Moses Ben Nach- 
maney gives a very fair explanation of the 
above Levitical quotation. All the scaly 
and finny fishes keep ascending and spread- 
ing out in the water, which supports them 
breathing fresh air, with chance to throw 
off all their impurities; therefore, they 
are called clean fishes, and lawful to eat. 
The oyster being objected to in the above 
classification, because their thick and 
heavy shell forces the oyster into the bot- 
tom of the impure water, gets its nourish- 
ment from the mud; therefore, they are 
called a “water creeping animal,“ and can- 
not be classed under the fish order, and are 
unlawful to eat. I will further refer in 
the name of the above commentator, on 
same verse, as follows: “The scale layer of 
the clean fishes must be separated one 
from the other so that the scales can. be 
scraped off with the hands, or with a knife: 
otherwise they cannot be called scales.” 
Also Magid Mishna I. 12; Maimonides on 
Unlawful Diet II., 24. As the nature of the 
unclean oyster being so much contrary to 
the clean fishes, therefore, we are com- 
manded (in verse 47), to distinguish be- 
2 tween the unclean and the clean, and be- 

tween the beast that may be eaten and the 
beast that may not be eaten.“ Which no 
Bible scholar nor naturalist will deny.

72% per bushel for July, about haif an hour 
from the close. That was quite a contrast 
with 69%c, although some few sales were 
made near the opening. July started with 
sellers at 70c, but no buycrs until it nad been 


offered down to 69\c, and in some instances 
as low as 69%c. It recovered gradually 
to 70%c, but for an hour and a half there 
was enough wheat on sale at anything 
around 69%c on several occasions.

At the present price 
of wheat and flour millers cannot afford to 
buy wheat and sell it in the shape of flour. 
Either wheat must go lower or flour higher 
at once. The spot wheat supply is about 
exhausted in elevators, but most millers 
have a fair supply on hand, enough to last 
them, considering the present small output, 
until there is a further advance in flour. 
What they will do in the future the future 
only can determine. From the best in- 
formation we have there is a good deal of 
wheat on the Pacific Coast, but whether 
we can get a low enough rate to bring it 
here remains to be seen In 1891 our firm 
brought 700 to 800 cars of wheat from 
Washington. I do not know whether that 
section has any surplus now or not, but it 
is intimated that low rates will bring it 
here in a hurry if it has. No. 2 cannot be 
had under 73 to 75 cents here and that is 
entirely too high to mill. In addition to the 
scarcity of the cash article the reserves 
in the hands of farmers and country ele- 
vators seem to be much smaller than usual.

The latter came here and de- 
manded the letter, and when he couldn’t 
get it came back later and presented an 
order that ‘Effie’ Smith had given him for 
the letter. He didn’t get it. We've got it 
yet and it will be used later. 

“The investigation will go as far as we 
are able to carry it,” continued Chief 
Reedy. “If there are any officers from the 
Four Courts implicated, as I see is ch . 
they will not escape if we can get at them; 
nor will anyone else, whoever he may be.“

If you take the trouble to count the names 
in the above list you will find a total of 248. 
The Country Club Board withholds the 
names of two members, because of certain 
formalities yet to be gone through with be- 
fore they are finally enrolled, but this lat- 
ter is so certain that the lists have been 
closed as stated. 

Every oné of the 250 members of the club 
owns one share of club stock, which costs 

00, the Country Club being duly incorpor- 
ated under the State laws, with a paid-up 
capital stock of $25,000. In addition to this 
there will shortly be issued and sold twenty 
perpetual memberships at $1,000 each, such 
perpetual memberships entitling the hold- 
ers to membership for life, without dues or 
other fees, it being estimated that the inter- 
est on $1,000 shoul cover these points an- 
nually. 

With the ordinary membership based on 
the holding of one share of stock, for which 
the sum of $100 was paid, the annual club 

enses in the way of dues or fees will be 
either $60 or $80 per year, this point not 
having yet been definitely decided upon. 
With the full approbation of the club as a 
body, the transfer of stock has been dis- 
couraged by the establishment of a transfer 
fee of $50 on each share of stock transferred. 
This also helps to destroy the market value 
of the stock outside the club prope.

ics Fail te Sell Pictures. F 


How to sell a pleture ia quite as important 
in art circles as how to paint one, and it is | 
remarked that never before have sales been 
slower in New York than during the present 
spring. This, too, has been in spite of the 


fact that the winter and spring exhibitions 
enerally show a higher average of work 


during the winter had time to finish in 
their studios the work begun in the fields 
and mountains. 

As an illustration of the small amounts 
of money coming to the artist community 
from the general public, it is now admitted 
that ‘ee sale of pictures at the big exhibi- 
tions has dwindl to insignificance. It is 
said that the recent exhibition by the So- 
ciety of American Artists in the West Fif- 
ty-seventh street building, where more than 
400 pictures were displayed day and evening 
for a month and viewed by many thous- 
ands of people, only one picture had been 
sold by the time the exhibition closed. 

Wiunam M. Chase, for whose work there 
is always supposed to be a ready sale in this 
city, got back eieven pictures unsold from 
this exhibition, and many other well known 
artists had all their works returned to 
them, At the exhibition at the Academy of 
Design not half a dozen pictures were sold 
during the first two weeks, and it required a 
rigorous search of the galleries to find 
down in the corner of any of the frames the 
little announcement “sold,” that delights 
the painter’s heart. 

It must not be thought, however, because 
there are no sales that people do not want 
pictures or have not the money to pay for 
them. Many people also think that pictures 
are not — sold at the exhibitions, be- 
cause the prices asked there are too high. 
While there may be some truth in this, it is 

enerally believed. among artists that the 

allure to sell pictures at the exhibitions is 
because no effort ig made to sell them. 

Pictures are not Uke potatoes, which are 
a necessity of life, people have to be 
encouraged to buy them. The managers of

Pat Woodlock and “Squire” Keating 
Will Investigate Election Frauds. 


Patrick J. Woodlock, for many years one 
of the most conspicuous ward work- 
ers in the Democfatic ranks, is a member

Wm. Keating, formerly a Justice of the 
Peace, now a money broker and father-in- 
law of Edward Butler, Jr., is another mem-

“Squire” or Judge“ Keating, as he is 
called, was an active politician even before 
Ed Butler himself, and has madé a large 
fortune in politics and in embracing oppor- 
tuhities created by politics. He is a rig 
uncompromising Democrat, the kind of a 
artisan who would have some difficulty 
n believing anything seriously wrong 
about a Democratic worker. Nevertheless, 
he is on this Grand Jury, that may, before 
inishes its) work, be called upon to in- 
men who conned their political primers 
ler his notice. 

When Judge Edmunds' attention was 
called, on Tuesday morning, to these selec- 
tions, he said: 

“I appointed Judge Keating with reluc- 
tance, not because of his relation to Ed 
Butler's son, for I did not know of that re- 
lationship until just now, but because I 
did not consider him a good man for the 
Grand Jury. I have several times excused 
him, because there were those whom I con- 
sidered better men for the Grand Jury. 
This time, however, of the forty men served, 
but twenty were present in court, and a 
great many of them had valid excuses, 
and had to be let off. I would not have ap- 
— Judge Keating if 1 could have 

elped it. As for Woodlock, he has been 
an active politician, I know, but far as 
I know he is an honorable, reliable man. 
And he is not friendly to Ed Butler; on 
the contrary, they have been political op- 
Pepa for years, as was shown by But- 
er retiring him from the Congressional 
Committee for the Nineteenth Ward. he 
fact of Keating’s relationship to Ed But- 
ler would not, however, havehadany weight 
with me, if 1 had known it, for if he its a 
good man, that relationship would not have 
the slightest effect, and if he were a bad 
man, Ed Butler could reach him, if he 
desired, whether he were related to him 
or not. 

Not the slightest complaint has come 
down from the Grand Jury room, so far, 
about the misconduct of any juror; if com- 
plaint were made I should investigate it 
and if the charge proved true, I should 
unhesitatingly remove the member and ap- 
oint another in his stead. If Mr. Jesse 
McDonald, who is attending the Grand Jury, 
should inform me that a single member 
of that body were obstructing justice, I 
would at @nce institute an investigation, 
and remove the juror if the charges were 
substantiated. After all, however, one man, 
or even two, could not prevent the return 
of an indietment, as nine Grand Jurors 
could indict; but I have not heard any in- 
tim&tion that such had been attempted.” 

Keating is a ve rich man, his fortune 
being variously estimated at from two hun- 
dred to two hundred and fifty thousand 
dollars, Woodlock, also, is comfortably 
well off, having accumulated a fortune in 
public and private contracts.

What I call fashion in material, new 
fashions, arrive when the stuffs come in, 
not new stuffs, for there is nothing new 
under the sun, but reproductions of old 
stuffs. Just now printed taffetas of the 
times of Louis XV. and XVI., and spotted 
silks are in favor. The old tailors and dra- 
pers who made the court dresses were true 
artists, for not only their fabrics but their 
models have withstood the changes of time. 

“Last year we made dresses in chenille; 


now that fabric is very much used. One 
novelty on hand is stamped velv an ex- 
quisite fabric. To see is to envy it. It is 
not cheap, but it will be in the course of 
three years, when manufacturers are able 
to imitate it, and then all Petticoat Lane 
will have it.’

Barber Asphalt and Niedringhaus 
Brick People in Conference. 


MET AT THE NOONDAY CLUB, 


Figures Going to Show That the Prices 
,Charged for Limestone Curbing 
Were Exorbitantly High. 


Col. F. V. Greene of New York City. 
President of the Barber Trinidad Lake As- 
phalt Paving Co., was in St. Louis from 
Tuesday morning till Thursday night. He 
Was accompanied by Hugh McGowan of 
Kansas City, a prominent politician and 
the Barber company’s agent there. While 
here they had several conferences with A. 
A. Craney, the Barber company’s engineer 


and contracting agent, and he accompanied 
them away from the city on Thursday even- 


ing. 

Col. Greene also met Mr. Thos. K. Nied- 
ringhaus, the actual head of the St. Louis 
Press Brick Co., at the Noonday Club, and 
they had a protracted discussion of the 
local paving situation. In view of this con- 
ference and the known dictation By the 
Niedringhaus interest of at least a part of 
the Board of Public Improvements appoint- 
ments, the impression has gone out, and it 
is generally credited by competing con- 
tractors, that the conference at the Noon- 
day Club was the forerunner of a combina- 
tion between the Trinidad Lake Asphalt 
people and the St. Louis company manufac- 
turing paving brick, or at least a forerunner 
of an agreement to live and let live—as be- 
— themselves and against all competi- 
ors. 

For many years the Barber Asphalt Co. 
has had a practical monopoly of the as- 
phait paving contracts in all the large cities, 
owing to an impression which it had caused 
to be fixed in the minds of engineers that 
only “lake’’. asphalt, so-called, as distin- 
11 from land or mined asphalt, is by 
ö the best for paving. So widespread has 
become this belief, that the Barber company 
has succeeded in getting’ incorporated into 
the specifications of municipal contracts 
here and elsewhere that only Trinidad 
Lake” asphalt would be acceptable. 

And as the Barber company held exclus- 
ive rights for getting out this particular 
kind of asphalt, the agents for land asphalt, 
of whom there were several, had no show 
in competition. This fact led to another, 
that has impressed itself disagreeably upon 
the minds of taxpayers wno were compelled 
tg pay for asphalt paving—namely, that the 

nopoly in asphalt enabled the Barber 
company to be independent of competition 
on other portions of the work included in 
euch contracts—particularly in the item of 
ne a tion has b 
© question has been asked by tax ers 
hundreds of times: Why should — 8 
curbing furnished by the Barber Asphalt 
Co. cost 50 — dent more than the same ar- 
e furnished by St. Louis contractors for 
rd streets?

The 
however, was made a little lower than the 
totals of other contractors who.could not 
obtain the Trinidad asphalt on the same 
terms as the other contractors. The desig- 


specification, therefore, simply meant that 
no one but the Barber, company might hope 
to secure the contract. 

About one year ago, however, the hold of 
the Barber company seemed in a fair way 
to be broken. Handlers of Bermuda 8 
succeeded in securing awards for „000 
worth of street paving, as follows: . 

Twelfth street, from Washington to Mar- 
ket; Euclid avenue, from Ashland to Hast- 
on; Manchester road, from Jefferson to 
Grand; Park avenue, from Grand to San 
Francisco; Greer avenue, from Marcus to 
Euclid; Taylor avenue, from Easton to St. 
— f Labadie avenue, from Marcus to 

uclid. 

The agents of the Bermuda people bid $24 
a square, which was $4 a square less than 
the Barber bid on that contract, and in do- 
ing so, they included granite tag, some- 
thing never before exacted, which they put 
in at $1 per linear foot, the price paid the 
Barber company—in at least one instance— 
for oolitic limestone. But these contracts 
were tested under the Stone law, and that 
statute was declared unconstitutional. Since 
then the improvement of those thorough- 
fares with asphalt has not been attempted, 
as the city was not prepared to pay its por- 
tion of the expense. 

Experienced contractors claim that as- 
phalt pavement can be laid for $22 a square, 
or $54,480 less than was paid on the thirteen 
contracts listed above, and still leave a large 
contractor’s profit. It is thus seen that the 
Barber company is not satisfied with the 
profit due to its own monopoly of lake“ as- 
phalt, but charges the tax-payers 55 per 
cent more for an article obtained in the St. 
Louis market and quarried in the vicinity 
of St. Louis. The amount of asphalt on the 
thirteen streets was 6,810 squares, for which 
the Barber company received 80 a square, 
when other contractors were ready to do 
the work, under bond, of course, for $22 a 
square, 

Within the last year, however, as stated, 
evidence has been given that the Trin- 
idad lake“ asphalt has formidable rivals, 
and the Board of Public Improvements has 
recognized this competition by letting a 
series of contracts for an aggregate of $200,- 
000, which were rendered void by the courts. 
The board is also preparing for several 
other lettings, in which, it is officially an- 
nounced, other asphalt than the Trinidad 
lake product will be considered. A series of 
such lettings will be made in duly. 

Adiel Sherwood, attorney for the Barber 
company, and just now the only repre- 
sentative of the company in St. Louis, ad- 
mitted the presence of Col. Greene in the 
city, and said: 

“Col. Greene makes a tour of inspection 
every year, and visits each of the fifty-odd 
cities here the Barber company does busi- 
ness, He came here from Kansas City, and 
was accompanied by Mr. McGowan—I pfe- 
sume for the reason that they had business 
to discuss that Col. Greene could not remain 
in Kansas — f to consider. There was 
nothing unusual in Mr. McGowan accompa- 
nying Col. Greene to this city. As to the 
conference at the Noonday Club between 
Mr. Niedringhaus and Col. Greene, I know 
personally that they met socially and only 
once, and that they engaged in no combi- 
nation and reac no agreement or under- 
standing regarding contracts for street 
I know that no combination has 

een formed, and that none is contem- 
plated.”

A Few Figures on the Expenses of the 
City’s Employes the Past Year. 


The City Auditor’s report for the year 
ending April 8, 1895, just out, contains some 
interesting figures. 

It costs the city, for example, nearly $40,- 
000 for the locomotion of its departments in 
buggy hire, buggies,horses and horse board. 
This handsome allowance does not include 
the cost of the Fire Department and Police 
Department, which are the largest items in 
this line. Wages paid to laborers, who have 
their own horses and carts, and who are 
hired by the Street Department are also 
excluded. Neither is horseshoeing, harness 
and vehicle repairing and the cost of vet- 
erinary services charged in this $40,000. In 
fact, these three items by themselves run 
up to an enormous percentage. 

In addition to this must be taken into con- 
sideration the fact that the various de- 
partments are charged with nearly $5,000, 
which is paid to the street cars for street 
car tickets, as per tabulated statement be-
